of bad food, bad treatm ent and small 
wages, determ ined to do his utm ost 
for his com rades of the sea. 
And he 
has (h>ne it right well, too. 
His path 
has not been an easy one, but now he 
and his union are sailing a smooth 
I sea. 
Mr. W ilson is the recognized cham ­ 
pion of the sailor, the recognized au­ 
thority on seafaring laws and 
m at­ 
ters generally and his union is not 
only acknowledged by all shipowners, 
but is one of the strongest and best­ 
known in the world. 
Joseph Havelock Wilson Is 48 years 
old this month. 
He was born in Sun­ 
derland, on the northeastern coast. 
His father, who was a sailor, died 
when little Joseph was barely three 
years old. 
He left a widow and a 
fam ily of a round dozen. 
At six years old, Joseph, like 
so 
m any Am erican men of prominence, 
began earning money selling papers 
on the streets of his native city. 
He 
was a success as a newsboy and his 
earnings helped the home so much 
th at when he was nine, 
his 
m other 
was in a position to apprentice him 
to a trade. 
He wanted to go to sea. but 
his 
m other would not have it, and so Jo­ 
seph tried to steady down and learn 
the trade of a lithographer.

Davenport, la.—The old Davenport 
house, one of the m ost picturesque 
in America, located on Rock Island, 
near the large governm ent arsenal 
that Uncle Sam built years ag J on the 
beautiful island in the M ississippi 
opposite this city, is to be restored 
and preserved to future generations 
as it was built by Col. George Daven­ 
port back in the early days of this 
century. 
Colonel Davenport, from whom the 
I city of Davenport is named ( came to 
Rock Island with the Eighth United 
States infantry, in 1815, when it was 
sent up the river from St. Louis to es­ 
tablish a m ilitary post. later known as 
Fort Arm strong, on the island. Com­ 
ing as commissary contractor’s agent, 
to supply the regim ent, he rem ained 
a resident of the island until July 4, 
1845, when he was m urdered by rob­ 
bers in the house which is now to be 
rebuilt, and which has rem ained un­ 
occupied since th at time. 
For many years the old Davenport 
home has stood in a state of ruin, al­ 
most a danger, to the hundreds of cu­ 
rious people who visit every year the 
oldest structure in the M ississippi val­ 
ley above St. Louis. 
Its restoration 


dinalate will be announced at the De­ 
cem ber consistory in Rome, and that 
the archdiocese of New York will be 
honored as it has been expected it 
would be for several months.

In 1891 he was vicar general of the 
archdiocese of tfew York. The follow­ 
ing year he was domestic prelate of 
the pope. December 21, 1895, he was 
consecrated citular bishop of Zeugma 
A fter the death of Archbishop Corri­ 
gan, in 1902, he was appointed arch 
bishop on Septem ber 15. 
He is the 
author of a num ber of works, notably 
the “Life of Cardinal McCloskey.”
